W a s h in g t o n , M arch 12th.—W hen the Senate 
m et this m orning Platt, from th e Caucus Com­ 
m ittee. reported the new standing and select 
com m ittees of the Senate. 
Payne, of ch io , objected to th e revival of the 
com m ittee to investigate the relations w ith 
Canada. He said the com m ittee was, in his 
opinion, originally created to em barrass the 
Executive authority, aad th at it was the prov­ 
ince of the Interstate Commerce Com m ittee to 
m ake such Investigation. 
Senator H oar said the com m ittee had given 
greater study to th e subject of our relations 
w ith Canada, and he thought it of the greatest 
im portance the com m ittee should be continued. 
Senator Sherm an said that, in his judgm ent, 
the ultim ate union oi C anada and the Cnited 
States was as certain as the rising of the sun. 
Already, he said, on both sides of the border, 
west of th e lakes to the Pacific, the sentim ent 
was stronsly in favor of union. 
After further discussion, th e Senate adopted 
the com m ittees as reported, Paine w ithdraw ing 
his motion to strike out the com m ittee to inquire 
into Canadian relations. 
The Senate then w ent into executive session, 
and confirm ed th e nom inations m ade yesteroay 
of Palm er to be M inister to Spain, Swift to be 
M inister to Japan, W ashburn to be M inister to 
Switzerland. and Tichenor to be Assistant Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury.

A d m iral P o rter N ot A fraid to T a ck le 
G erm any on th e S eas. 
W a s h in g t o n , M arch 12th.—A dm iral Porter, 
A dm iral ol the Navy, has been m aking a care­ 
ful study of the Sam oan situation. This after­ 
noon he was found in his office, surrounded by 
charts of the Pacific Ocean and m aps of Samoa. 
On a table by his side was a com plete list of the 
tonnage and arm am ent of th e Germ an navy. 
In an interview , he sa id : 
' 
” A pin is w oith fighting for, if a principle is 
involved. Of course, we are w eak at present 
upon the ocean, but there is a plan w hich w ill 
m eet the em ergency and w ilt badly cripple 
Germ any w hile we are getting readv for serious 
fighting. 
I have carefully investigated the 
stories about th e Nipsic. I t looks as if they 
were put out by Bism arck to test the sentim ent 
of his own and our people. He w ill find out 
very prom ptly the 


TEMPER OK THE AMERICAN TEOPLE. 
No one supposes th a t the A m erican people 
would give up the contest un til Germ any had 
received a sound drubbing. We have surplus 
and revenue enough to carry on a desultory war 
until we are in fighting trim . W hile we are 
getting ready we can prohibit the entry of Ger­ 
m an m anufactures 
into the 
United States. 
T hat is an im portant item in the m onetary ac­ 
tivity of Germ any. We send m any m illions 
there to pay lor goods. If Germ any should try 
to blockade our ports, in less th an sixty days 
we would find an English fleet, sooner or later, 
on our coasts involved in protecting h er own 
trade w ith the United States. 
A hundred m ill­ 
ions or m ore of British goods, finding a m arket 
in the United States, could not be cut off w ith­ 
out ruining British industries. 
“ France would also have an interest. Mean­ 
w hile we could get along w ithout th eir goods, if 
necessary, so th at E ngland and F rance w ould 
be forced—as a m easure o f Industrial self-de­ 
fense—to protect th eir vessels and trade w ith 
the United States. W ith 850,000,000, in sixty 
days I could put

AN IMPROVISED FLEET IN MOTION 
W hich w ould m ake short work w ith Germ an 
commerce. There are 6 » Germ an steam ers 
afloat. I know w here they are. We have fieet 
ships— I could pick them out now—and we could 
buy more. They would answer for privateers. 
About the tim e we would have this part of the 
w ork disposed of, Germ an industries affected by 
foreign trade w ould be paralyzed, w hile we 
would be at th e hight ol prosperity. We are 
alw ays prosperous in tim e of war. 
“ We would then be getting ready to begin 
fighting. It m ight be possible th at Germ any 
w ould seize Samoa, for the tim e being, and then 
the European asi>ect of the question would pre­ 
sent another com plication.” 
The A dm iral has the whole subject m apped 
out. For unatelv he is in vigorous health, w ith 
a clear m ind, aDd has a vast experience still at 
the service of his country. 


AN OM INOUS SILENCE.

W a s h in g t o n , M arch 12th.—An interesting in ­ 
terview w ith a naval officer is given bv the 
Evening Star. 
"M y inform ation is,” says this officer, “ th at 
the last official dispatches left Samoa about the 
last of January and reached San Francisco 
about February ]5tb or 16th. These dispatches 
were never transm itted to the Senate, w hich 
was looking for so m uch light ou the vexed 
question only two weeks before. O ther dis­ 
patches had been before prom ptly sent to toe 
Senate, and the query Is natural. ‘.Why were 
not these last as prom ptly t r a n s m itte d ” 
The sam e officer said : “ W hen Kim berlv ar­ 
rived out there he would do as M ullan’ has 
been doing—protest, and exert his good offices. 
These are his orders, and he has received no 
others, and I am of the opinion th at he has 
been too long in the rut of discipline and naval 
regulations to do an act w ithout orders, and 
prove 
him self another Ingraham of Koeta 
fam e.” 
"Sc 
shouli 
unprotected 
m en. wom en and children and destroyed or in­ 
jured Am erican life and property, then I believe 
Dennis W. M ullan has opened his battery ou the 
Germ an ship, determ ined to let the conse­ 
quences be w hat they m ay. I know the m an. 
” My own idea is, and I know th at ground thor­ 
oughly, for I was stationed in th e Pacific for 
m any years, that there has been very serious 
trouble of some kind, all of w hich we m ay learn 
in a few days. 
“ If anything has befallen the Nipsic there is 
no possible way ior our people to com m unicate 
except by a sm all boat, w hich m ight be cbar- 
tereato go from A pia to T urtuila. seventy m iles 
away, a stopping place for the California steam ­ 
ers. All otner modes of conveyance are in the 
hands of the Germans, so it would not surprise 
m e if we should have no news for at least ten 
days and perhaps longer. 
Yet, the steam er next 
due in Han Francisco, say on Saturday next, 
m ay bear some intelligence. 
“ If, however, th e G erm an ironclads now on 
th eir way to Sam oa reach there safely, then 
they w ill bid defiance to our whole feeble, dis­ 
jointed and scattered navy. \\ hile our people 
sleep ou soft cushions, the Germ ans are ouffet- 
ing the waves to our newly-found El Dorado.”

N ew Y o r k , March 12th.—Final experim ents 
w ere m ade this afternoon by the New York 
State authorities to satisfy them selves as to the 
best m anner of executing condem ned crim inals 
by electricity. Several dogs were killed with 
an alternating current of 500 and 700 volts per 
ten seconds. F'our calves, of approxim ately the 
w eight oi a m an, were killed at 800 volts pres 
sure from contacts of from fifteen to tw enty sec­ 
onds. An 330-pound horse then took an alternat­ 
ing current in the sam e way at 1,000 volts pres­ 
sure, and 
died. 
In every case death was 
instantaneous and w ithout sound or struggle.

I n d ia n a p o l is , M arch 12th.—Indianapolis has 
a double jioiice U rce and two police h ead ­ 
quarters, and nobody can tell how they will 
secure their pay. The Board oiganized under 
the bill passed by th e Legislature, m et this 
m orning and organized a police force. The 
patrolm en of the new Board were instructed to 
avoid a clash w ith the old force. 
During the day a conference was held by the 
attorneys of the new Board aud the Mayor and 
Council, at w hich it was decided th at the new 
Board should file a com plaint for possession 
before Judge Taylor, as well as the M etropolitan 
Commissioners.

T heir 
operations are confined thus far to a few coun­ 
ties on the railroad lines near Goldsboro. Sev­ 
eral thousand persons have already gone, and 
m any large plantations are alm ost deserted. 
The negro drum m ers are paid 85 tor each family 
secured. The entire expense ef transportation 
to L ittle Rock is paid by the agents. 
The negroes say they are prom ised forty acres 
of land, a brick house, a cow and a dollar and a 
half a day for th eir labor. They know nothing 
of th eir destination. The rem oval is bv families. 
The planters in the counties affected áre greatly 
em barrassed at the loss of farm hands at the 
beginning of the planting season.

plunged forward and, pitching over the 
father’s shoulder, fell head downward to 
the floor.

The large Spanish olives, known to us as 
queen olives, are known to the trade as 
, padrones Sevillas. 
These, by the way, are 
quite a distinct variety from the other va­ 
rieties grown in Spain, known as man­ 
zanillas, which are used for making oil, 
and the gordalles. having much more meat 
but less oil. 
The smaller olives put up in 
i Bordeaux are principally of French growth 
and are known as- amelleux, verdsllas and 
lucques, the latter called here crescent 
olives, on account of their shape, and are 
much preferred to any other for table use. 
The verdallas have a strong, full flavor, 
and are much used for sauces to be served 
with meats, while ihe amelleaux have a 
little more oil and less flavor. 
There is 
also a fourth variety, known as the pic- 
nolies, similar to the amelleaux in char­ 
acter, but larger and longer. 
Olive farcies 
are antelleaui olives stuffed with anchovies 
and capers. 
As a rule, the American trade 
prefers the queen olives, on account of their 
size and fine appearance, the smaller size 
being as large as the largest of the other 
varieties; but in Europe the smaller olive* 
are quite generally preferred, on account 
of their flavor and the finer quality of the 
meat.— American Analyst.

I t 
w as 
dem onstrated 
yesterday 
th at 
w henever th e au thorities m anifest a deter- j 
ruination to eufoice th e election law s, they ' 
can secure observance of them . T he law was 
b u t partially enforced here, b ut enough was 
done to establish th e feasability and, indeed, 
th e ease w ith w hich observance can b e -se­ 
cured if th e officials a re in earnest. T h e fe c - 
ph¡ invest th eir officers w ith all th e au th o rity 
th ey have ; they w ill, therefore, obey th e m 
because th e officials represent, not a ruling 
class, but the individual sovereign units 
of society. 
Liberty and universal suffrage 
are not guarantees of protection granted by 
a superior to an inferior pow er, b ut they 
are th e results o f individual consent and 
self-guarantees on th e part of the individual 
un its th at are governed. 
T h e y c arry w ith 
them , therefore, individual responsibilities, 
duties and exactions, an d one of these is 
obedience by th e governed to th e law s and 
their executors w hom the governed th em ­ 
selves have invested w ith p o w :r. 
Every 
citizen says to him self, “T he Sheriff, the 
policem an, is doing to m e w hat I, not a n ­ 
other, com m anded h im to do. 
I am , 
therefore, by m y ow n act bound to respect 
and obev th e official w ho is carrying out 
m y own orders.” 
W henever there is laxity in th e enforce­ 
m en t o f th e law ; w hen there is no effoit 
m ade to exercise the functions of authority, 
th e cause is traceable directly to th e people 
them selves; they eith er openly and affirm ­ 
atively consent to 
non-perform ance 
of 
duty, or they neglect to exercise th a t vigi­ 
lance w hich is alw ays essential on tn e part 
of supervising auth o rity , and inseparable 
from execution, 
and 
in 
th is 
country 
th at 
has 
bu t 
one 
source—the 
ob­ 
ject against 
w hich 
it is 
directed. 
It 
is im possible, therefore for any m an, by 
any sort of reasoning, excusative or o th er­ 
wise, to escape from the lesponsibility for 
neglect of d u ty on the part of hie offi­ 
cial servants. T he m an, as Professor S um ­ 
n er once well said, “ is a m isfortune to his 
com m unity w ho is endow ed w itb political 
pow er and becomes a heavier burden th an 
he was before such investm ent.” 
T he 
genius of our system says to every m an 
com ing of age, “ Y ou have now' your 
chance; if you do not im prove it, if you 
do not m anifest your power, yon w ill he 
held responsible for th e bad resu.ts, and 
th e re is no escaping from it.” 
T he obligations are m u tu al and equal to 
be good citizens. 
Of th e rich m an, or the 
official, no m ore is or can be expected th an 
o f th e poor, or th e non-official—upon each 
he responsibility is the sam e to respect the 
law s and to require others to respect and 
obey th em . 
O utside of obligation, duty 
a n d responsibility to the State, conditions 
m ay be an d are differing, bu t w ithin those 
lines all m en stand equal in this R epublic, 
an d are equally charged w ith political duly. 
Its neglect, therefore, visits results upon all 
th e people equally. T here m ay be apparent 
exception or in equality in som e cases, but 
it is m erely apparent. 
W hen there has 
been any paralysis of the law , an y failure 
to com m and its observance, we repeat, the 
evil is visited w ith unerring certainty, 
sooner or later, upon every individual of 
th e com m unity. 
It m ay not be for a tim e 
m aterial or palpable, b u t it will pay its 
v isit eventually in som e form . 
T h at our 
election law s have been so frequently dead 
letters has, therefore, been due sim ply and 
only to a torpor of th e sense of responsi­ 
bility on th e part of a m ajority of the peo­ 
ple. 
T hey can be enforced w henever and 
w herever th is sense of responsibility by 
th e citizen is quickened into a com m and to 
th e officials to obev. 


THE MASK OF ANONYMITY. 


A so-called C om m ittee of P ublic Safety 
has sent an anonym ous com m unication to 
n ine of th e Supervisors of San Francisco. 
It proceeds to recite th at "th e n in e ” consti­ 
tu te a ring; th at as such they do not legislate 
for the best i nterest of the city.but crim inally 
against it; th at th eir policy deliberately 
robs the com m unity, im poses upon ic u n ­ 
necessarily heavy burdens, and is a delib­ 
erate plan for “ picking and stealing.” 
It 
th en proceeds to threaten them w ith crim ­ 
inal process through th e Courts uuless they 
reform th eir ways. Now , all th a t is charged 
m ay be true. 
It is a dom estic issue con­ 
fined to th e locality of San Francisco, and 
does not m uch concern people beyond the 
lim its of the m etropolis. 
B ut the anony­ 
m ous th reat does concern everyone. 
F or 
anonym ity in such m ailers, though the 
purpose m ay be o f the best, is cow ardly ■ 
it is th e resort o f the assassin ; it is a blow 
from behind a m ask ; in n in e cases out of 
ten it is ineffective, and this is true though 
it is prom pted by th e purest m otives. 
T he 
citizens w ho know of th e alleged crooked­ 
ness of the officials of San Francisco owe 
them selves better tb in g 9 th an th is sort of 
attack. 
If they have th e know ledge they 
claim to possess of th e crim es of the S u ­ 
pervisors, they becom e particeps arimiiiis if 
they fail to lay th e facts before the grand 
inquest of the city, or neglect to present 
officials by im peachm ent. If it is responded 
th at these people w ho resort to anony­ 
m ous threats m ay be so situated th at 
they cannot speak out w ithout 
taking 
p u n ish m en t, 
then 
th e 
conditions 
are 
sim ply 
unfortunate, and 
ought 
to 
be 
endured u n til som e one sufficiently free 
from business or otlier em barrassm ent to 
stand forward as com plainant does so. T he 
press as a rule does not fear to do this. 
It 
invites p unishm ent by exposure of official 
delinquency all over the 1'n io n , a n d n o o u e 
seem s to th in k th a t it is doing especially 
courageous w ork. 
B ut the citizens who 
are not posses-ed of types, presí and paper, 
appear to entertain |a great deal m ore of 
fear of vicious officials th an those w ho are 
related to th e press. 
It is very true th at 
V igilance C om m ittees nearly alw ays operate 
from behind anonym ity. B ut it is also true 
th at they are not enduring organizations, 
nor do they pretend to operate by legal 
m ethods. 
Here, how ever, is a body of 
m en —if indeed it is a body—th at proposes 
law ful procedure to im peach derelict of­ 
ficials, and claim ing to have proof positive 
o f th e g uilt charged, yet has not th e cour­ 
age to give the vigor of peisonality to the 
indictm ent. 
T he plain signature of Jo h n 
S m ith or P eter Brow n in th e place c f th at 
of “ C om m ittee o f Public Safety " would 
give vitality and im portance to the charge 
preferred against th e Supervisors of San 
Francisco, th a t it cannot otherw ise have. 
T h e strangest th in g about this whole San 
Francisoo business is, th at th e reporters of 
th e local press have no difficulty w hatever 
in finding a great n um ber of citizens who 
indorse the charges anonym ously made, 
and w ho express them selves boldiy that 
there is corruption in th e B oard. 
But 
w hy no one can be found courageous 
enough to sign such a com plaint as the 
u n k n o w n com m ittee prefers is " passing 
strange.”

wage-e&rners the badge of m enial servitude 
is not oDly un-A m erican, b u t th a t it is 
dangerous to A m erican society an d to th e 
republican idea. 
W hen a large num ber, 
for th e sake of th eir daily bread, are con­ 
ten t to p u t on th e gaudy regalia th at is in ­ 
dicative o f a grovelling servitude th a t in 
E urope sets apart classes and results in 
class conflicts, there is danger of like re­ 
sults here. 
H e is certainly sound in his 
conclusion. 
It is n ot so difficult to under­ 
stand w hy in Chicago, for instance, there 
should be eo m uch of anarchism and dis­ 
content, because n o w h e re else iu A m erica 
does w ealth so offensively v au n t itself. 
T here the enervate sous of toiling sires 
drive th eir tandem team s w ith th eir patent 
leather an d gold an d silver harness, and 
w ith th eir “ footm en” and “ tigers.” 
They 
w ait w hile these servitors, tricked ou t in 
im itation of th e uniform ed m enials of the 
aristocracy of E ngland, stand h at in hand 
to aid them to dism ount, and as they do so 
perform before them obeisance of th e m ost 
hum iliating character.

The election which took place in this 
city yesterday was an interesting but pecu­ 
liar one. The weather was storm y through­ 
out the day, the rain falling in torrents at 
times, but the ardor evinced on all sides in 
*■ knifing,” trading and scratching was not 
dampened, and was a study to witness. 
T his evidently was not confined to any par­ 
ticular faction or candidates, but was quite 
general and worked peculiar results. 
The result of the contest for the office of 
Second Trustee, in which the Republican 
candidate was defeated by a small majority, 
was generally recognized as due to a com­ 
bination of three causes. The first and 
most conspicuous was the effort of a local

These causes were supplemented by trading 
on the part of friends of candidates, by 
which the heads of the tickets were made 
to suffer. 
TLe contest for the office of Fire Com­ 
missioner was, if anything, sharper than 
that for Second Trustee, and resulted in 
the re election of W. D. Comstock by a 
very large majority. To accomplish this 
even the head of the Republican ticket 
was punished.

A M ilk P ed d ler. 
Court Commissioner Edm und Tauszky, 
of San Francisco, has rendered a report in 
the m atter of John C. de Silva, an insolvent 
debtor, which will be of interest to all 
"m ilkm en” and others who sell their wares 
from a wagoa. 
In the case in question De 
Silva was the proprietor of the St. George 
dairy, and was forced into insolvency by a 
num ber of his creditors. 
His petition 
stated that he was a dairym an and “ped­ 
dler of m ilk,” and he, therefore, claimed 
as exem pt from execution, two horses, 
their harness and one wagon, by the use of 
which, as a peddler, he earned his living. 
The Receiver opposed the claim, holding 
that as De Silva owned twenty-two cows, 
four horses, a bull and other property, and 
employed a m an as milker, he conld not 
properly be termed a peddler. 
Commissioner Tauszky held that from 
the Act, the decisions ot Eastern Courts 
and the definitions of Webster, that De 
Silva was a peddler, and that, therefore, 
the property claimed by the insolvent was 
exempt from execution. The claim that 
De Silva was a peddler was based upon the 
fact that he sold no milk at his dairy, but 
that he carried it all over the city in serv­ 
ing his one hundred customers, and also 
that he sold it to persons on the street 
whenever he was hailed for that purpose. 
Furtherm ore, the m ilk supplied' by his 
cows was frequently insufficient to meet 
his sales and he was obliged to purchase 
additional m ilk from the milk depot. 


Im p o rla u t L and O ffice D ecision . 
The Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, in a letter addressed to the Sacra­ 
mento Land Office, on the 6th of March, 
1889, has finally decided the case of certain 
mineral contestants, against the inhabiiants 
of East Grass Valley, who prayed for 
United States title under the Townsite Act. 
This action of the Commissioner closes the 
case, and upon payment of the Govern­ 
m ent price, the Superior Judge of Nevada 
county will be allowed to make final entry, 
and patent will issue to him in trust for the 
inhabitants in due course.

I m ust say with considerable am usem ent, 
the report of Engineer H um bert on the 
water belt east of the city. I was of the 
opinion, until I read his 
verbose and 
prejudiced 
report, th at he 
was either 
a hydranlic or a civil engineer. Since 
reading 
his 
article, 
evidently written 
in the interest of some filtering establish- 
lishm ent who desired to saddle a debt upon 
the city, I have concluded that he m ust be 
a “steam ” engineer, and that when he tried 
to answer the communication of Dr. Sim ­ 
mons the valve was wide open. 
He cer­ 
tainly has not done justice to the people in 
the eastern suburbs, and has filed with 
the 
city 
Trustees 
a prejudiced report 
founded neither on fact nor investigation. 
I have on my place twenty-two wells in 
different localities, only one of which was 
it found necessary in boring to pipe or 
tube. 
Attached to the pumps in these 
wells are windmills. 
During the season 
when irrigation is needed there is a con­ 
stant flow of pure, sparkliDg water both 
night and day. 
During the fruit season 
this clear water bed been the wondt r and 
delight of all Sacramento people who visit 
the grounds. It has been on several occa­ 
sions tested by the medical faculty front 
different wells and pronounced pure. The 
water Mr. H um bert used as a test was 
taken from one well only. That well is 
situated near the house, with a sm all hand 
pum p l i Inch pipe. 1 informed him at the 
time that the water in that well was not a 
fair test. It was little used, bad not been 
pumped out for m onths and sipage water 
was standing all around it. That the re­ 
sult should be as he stated I expected. 
This well, with its surroundipgs, was evi­ 
dently the well of all others that he was 
looking for. It seems to have suited his 
purpose, for lie took no water from any 
other. This well of all others, at this sea­ 
son of the year, would become contam ­ 
inated, and most any “steam ” engineer 
would be aware of that fact. 
Mr. H um bert speaks of the contam ination 
as due to its proxim ity to Burns slough. 
The water from the flowing wells in Burns 
slough has been repeatedly analyzed and 
pronounced absolutely pure—and I will 
say here, that the flow of water in Burns 
slough increased naturally at the com­ 
mencement of the fall months, when the 
water in the American river is growing 
less in volume, showing plainly that the 
veins of water below the bed of Burns 
slough are fed from m ountain sources. 
Mr. Hum bert puts considerable stress upon 
water in our wells being higher in winter 
than sum mer. “ It rises and falls with the 
American river.” 
Are 
not 
all 
rivers, 
streams and wells, the world over, higher 
in winter than sum m er? 
A stranger reading H um bert’s report 
would 
be 
led 
to 
believe 
people 
living 
outside 
Sacramento 
City, and 
using 
water 
front 
weils, 
would 
be 
subject 
to 
m alarial 
diseases 
and 
typhoid fevers. My experience of twentv- 
eigh! years in this locality with a large 
family and a general knowledge and ob­ 
servation of this section of country, ju sti­ 
fies me in the assertion that there is no 
more healthy location in the whole Sacra­ 
mento valley. 
I have never had a case of 
typhoid fever in my family, and never 
knew of a death from that cause iu this 
section. 
In conclusion I wish to state that I am 
not paid for writing up well water or dis­ 
couraging costly appliances for filtering 
Sacramento water. I have no water for 
sale, but if the city authorities or a syndi­ 
cate desire to establish a plant for the pur­ 
pose of supplying the city with water from 
my grounds,they can have sufficient land 
for the purpose with a clear title of the 
same for $1. Very respectfully,

THE STATE’S HEALtH. 


M on th ly C ircu lar o l th e S ta te B oard for 
F eb ru a ry —S m all-p ox A b a tin g . 
Gerard G. Tyrrell, M. D., perm anent Sec­ 
retary of the California State Board of 
H ealth, has issued his m onthly circular 
for February, in which he says : 
M ortality reports have been received 
from sixty-seven localities, with an esti­ 
m ated population of 665,700. The total 
num ber of deaths repotted was S59, which 
gives a percentage ot 1 29 per thousand in 
the m onth, or an annnal death rate of 15 48, 
which is an unusually small percentage tor 
the season of the year, and indicates the 
absence of auy epidemic disease upon the 
coast. 
Deaths resulted as follows: Consump­ 
tion, 165; acute pneumonia, 192: acute Bron­ 
chitis, 22; cougesti n of lungs, 7; diarrhuta 
and dysentery, 5; cholera infantum , 4; other 
diseases of the bowels, 29; diphtheria, 32; 
croup, 11; scarlet fever, 1; measles, 1; sm all­ 
pox, 1; whooping cough. 1; typho m alarial 
fevers, 1; typhoid fever, 21; rem ittent fever, 
1; cerebro spinal fevers, 14; cancer, 26; ery­ 
sipelas, 4; heart disease, 61; alcoholism, 10; 
other causes, 350. 
Reports received from seventy-five local­ 
ities in different parts of the State indicate 
an unusual absence of sickness, with the 
exception of pulm onary diseases, which are 
rather prevalent in m any places, especially 
influenza, which seems to be alm ost uni­ 
versal. 
As it has no very dangerous ten­ 
dency. and depends more upoo meteoro­ 
logical conditions than infection for its 
diffusion, it can hardly- be included among 
the zymotic diseases. 


diphtheria 
Continues to be reported in Los Angeles, 
V entura. Anaheim, Downey, San Benar- 
dino, Salinas, Fresno, Napa, St. Helena, 
Santa Cruz, Truckee, Millville, E tna Mills, 
Anderson, Oakland and San Francisco. In 
the latter city thirty-four cases were re- 
portea during the m onth, which is a de­ 
crease. The im portance of isolation in 
these cases is beginning to attract the notice 
of the public, and when we consider that 
the disease is almost as contagious as sm all­ 
pox and twice or perhaps three times as 
fatal, too much care cannot be taken in 
confining the disease to as narrow a com­ 
pass as possible. 
SMALL-POX 
Is abating in a very gratifying m anner. In 
San Francisco there was but one case dur­ 
ing the month of Februaiy. 
Dr. W renn, 
writing from Placerville, reports that five 
cases occurred during the m onth. These 
all seemed to have originated from a lady 
who died after a few day's’ illness with 
w hat was supposed to be pneum onia; it 
was more likely hemorrhagic small-pox, 
as the first one taken with undoubted 
variola was her son, and soon after the 
priest who attended her was stricken with 
confluent small-pox. 
Although 
many 
persons were exposed to the disease it has 
not spread, vaccination being at once re­ 
sorted to. 
One case was reported in or 
near Stockton. There was also a case re­ 
ported by Dr. O. Barton of Truckee, in the 
person of a colored waiter who had come 
ten days before from Carson. He was wait­ 
ing at dinner wh^n the pustules were 
noticed upon him . H e was at once isolated 
and quarantined. In Merced two cases 
were reported as convalescing. 
No other 
reports of smn!l-pcx have been received. 
CONSUMPTION. 
In view of the wide distribution of this 
disease, unconfined to any one portion of 
the State, but being particularly noticed in 
the Southern portion, from the large im m i­ 
gration of these sufferers to that genial 
climate, it is deemed of im portance to give 
the conclusions of Dr. G. Cornet upon the 
infectiousness of the disease. 
H is re­ 
searches show conclusively that the virus 
of consumption is not ubiquitous, but 
arises and rem ains concentrated 
about 
phthisical patients. A consumptive patient 
only becomes dangerous when the most 
elementary rules of hygiene are neglected. 
Of the discharge from a consumptive pa­ 
tient it is only the sputum which is danger­ 
ous. The expectoration, as long as it is 
moist, is devoid of danger. 
If the sputum 
is spat into spitting-cups there is no risk. 
The cup should he kept covered, except 
when in use, not to prevent evaporation, 
but to keep out flies, which have been 
known to carry the virus about on their 
feet. The great danger arises when the 
E 
atient expectorates on the floor or in a 
andkerchief. 
In these cases the sputum 
dries, is pulverized and carried about by 
the winds, and if inhaled by a person sus­ 
ceptible to the disease, wilt undoubtedly 
produce the effects of inoculation. 
Dr. 
Comet is also of the opinion that the pa­ 
tient is by indiscrim inate expectoration 
even more dangerous to him self than to 
his surroundings; that he can poison him ­ 
self, and that the inhalation oi a few bac- 
cilli more, and consequent starting of a 
fresh foci of disease in his lungs may deter­ 
m ine the speedy end of his lite. 
From 
these rem arks it can be seen how very im ­ 
portant it is that the expectoration of all 
consumptives should bat speedily disin­ 
fected, especially in hotels, pleasure resorts 
and sanitarium s which invalids seek for 
health’s sake. 
U ntil this is methodically 
and effectually done, we can hope for no 
advantage in the lim itation of a disease 
which is preventable, and which Dr. Cor­ 
net says kills one-seventh of the entire 
population.

The Senate de­ 
clined to perm it th e introduction of t&e bill. 
Consideration of Jones' m otion to ieconsider 
th e voie by w hich the Senate passed A. B. 227, 
m ak in g telegraph com panies common carriers, 
was postponed u n til to m orrow a t IS o'clock. 
n u ,ts passed. 
The th ird reading special file w as taken up 
and the following bills passed: 
S. E. 660, to am end Section 3901 of the Polit­ 
ical Code. 
s. B. 565, to provide com pensation to George 
H. B. Hayes for professional services rendered 
the State" of California at th e request of the 
Governor and Attorney-General. 
S. B. 372, to provide a systeie of w ater supply 
an a sewerage, and to im prove the grounds of 
tlie Califoruia 'lo m e for the Care and T raining 
of Feeble-M inded C hildren, was passed "by a 
vote of 27 ayee to 6 noes—Conklin. Crandall, 
Fraser, Hinskaw , I-angford an d Preston. 
S. B. 373, to provide for R.rnishing the Califor­ 
n ia Home for the Care axth T raining of •Feeble­ 
Minded Chitaren. 
S. B. o33, to am end an Act m aking an appro­ 
priation for the establishm ent of a perm anent 
fund for th e purchase of iute to be m anu­ 
factured at the State Prison at San Quentin. 
S. B. 321, in relation to the duties oí the State 
Treasurer. 
A. B. 186, to am end ar. Act to provide for the 
governm ent and m anagem ent of the California 
Home for th e Care -and T raining of Feeble­ 
Minded Children, w undeclared acaseo f urgency, 
read three tim es and passed. 
S. B. 480, to am end' Section 2274 of th e Civil 
Code of the State of California, relating to com 
pensation of Trustees, was passed under the 
urgency rule. 
S. B. 481, relating to th e settlem ent of ac­ 
counts of Trustees otter distribution of estates 
and to com pensation of Trustees, took the same 
course. 
TH E GOVERNOR'S APPOINTMENTS. 
The C hair announced his decision on the 
points of order raised a few nights ago that 
m otions to reconsider the votes by w hich the 
•Senate refused to confirm certain appointm ents 
of the GoveraorRvete not in order, holdiug that 
such m otions were in order. 
The appointm ents ol the Governor w hich had 
been rejected an d on which motions to recon­ 
sider were pending were then taken up. 
A call of the Senate was ordered, and Greely 
and Ham ill found to be absent. 
Greely was brought in and excused, while 
H am ill was reported too ill to be prerent. 
F urther proceedings under the call were th en 
dispensed with. 
M urphy moved th at in the m atter of the Gov­ 
ernor's appointm ents the Senate go into exec­ 
utive session. 
Wilson opposed the m otion. 
He said th at it 
was well known th at the proceedings of an ex ­ 
ecutive session w ould get out anyway. 
Goucher also opposed the m otion. He w anted 
everything done openly before the press and 
public. 
The motion w as lost by a vote of 15 ayes to 
21 nous. 
The rejected nom inations were then taken up 
in their order. The first question was on the 
motion to reconsider the vote by w hich the 
Senate refused to confirm E. W. Travers as Pilot 
Commissioner. 
The m otion to reconsider was lost by a vote of 
19 ayes to 20 noes—Boggs being the only Demo 
cat voting ‘'aye.” 
The sam e result was had in the case of Oliver 
Eldridge for Pilot Oommissioner. 
Joseph D. Redding, for Fish Commissioner. 
Lost by a vote of is ayes to 21 noes—a strict pa: ty 
vote. 
J. K. Orr, for Fish Commissioner. Lost by a 
vote of 18 ayes to 20 noes, the vole being the 
sam e as in the case of Travf re. 
Dr. J. R. Laine, for m em ber of State Board of 
H ealth. Lost by a vote of 18 ayes to 20 noes. 
Sprague moved to reconsider the vote by 
whic h the Senate confirmed the appointm ent of 
Joseph Sprague as State Prisou Directo'. 
The motion w as lo :t by a vote ot 13 ayes to 16 
noes. 
The nom inations not heretofore acted upon 
were then taken up. 
Wilson m oved th a t the Senate advise and 
consent to the appointm ent of Frederick Ar 
nold as Director of the Stockton insane Asylum, 
vice L. M. Cutting. 
The motion was lost by a vote of 18 ayes to 21 
noes. 
Wilson moved th a t the Senate advice a c d oon- 
sent to th e appointm ent of W. H. Brown as 
H arbor Commissioner, vice Paulsell. 
The m otion was carried by a vote of 33 eyes to 
6 noes. 
Yell gave notice of a m otion to reconsider. 
Eecese u n til 2 p. M. 


A fte rn o o n S essio n . 
The Senate reassem bled at 2 p. m., President 
pro tem. W hite in the chair. 
A. B. 83. to provide im provem ents for the 
Deaf. Dumb and Blind Asylum, was am ended 
and ordered reprinted. 


TH E COr.ONADO BEACH BILL. 
Mofii't presented the following rep o rt: 
Mr. President: Your Committee on Cities, City 
and County and Town Governments, to whom 
was referred A. B. 490, beg leave to report as fol­ 
lows : 
We find this bill to be identical w ith S. B. 481, 
w hich was referrea to this com m ittee several 
weeks ago. and was re p u te d back w ith a re­ 
com m endation th at it do not pass, but a substi­ 
tute therefor do pass, and the said substitute 
passed th is Senate on th e 6th tnst., w ithout dis­ 
sent:! g voice, and was transm itted to the As­ 
sembly the same day, this bill on the sam e sub­ 
ject com ing to the Senate afterw ards. 
The purpose of this bill is to dism em ber the 
City or can Diego, and change its boundaries as 
they now e x is t- by a special act of the Legisla­ 
tu re -sa id city haviug beeu organized two years 
ago as a city of th e tourth class, as provided by 
the Constitution and tne Acts of the Legislature 
concerning 
m unicipal 
corporations 
of this 
State. The constitutionality of such bill is at 
least opeu to a grave doubt, and it would be dis­ 
astrous to inaugurate the policy of the Legisla­ 
ture dism em bering cities at pleasure, and not 
allow ing the cities to have any voice in the 
m atter. Such action as this bill contem plates 
would place the very existeuee of every city in 
this -inte at the absolute m ercy of a bare m ajor­ 
ity of the L egislature, which m ight utterly dis­ 
rupt any city in a day. We consider this bill an 
unwise OLe in this respect, and recom m end that 
it do not p a* . 
The report was sigued by Moflltt (Chairman), 
Bowers. Langford, C raudril, 
Me Coin as 
and 
Koth. 
Bowers moved th at further consideration of 
the bill be indefinitely postponed. 
Sprague moved th a t the Dill lie passed an the 
file. 
A discussion followed, in which Jonea, Sprague 
and Greely favored the bill and Bowers, Cran- 
d*!l and Campbell spoke against it. 
Sprague’s m otion was lost by a vote of 9 aye* 
to 29 noes. 
Bowers’ motion was carried by a vote of 26 
aves to 12 noes. 
Jones gave notice of a motion to reconsider.

Prison Directors a n d th a t the »o!e power to reg­ 
ulate the eraoloym eutg'Lprisoners was inherent 
in the Board of Dfreeiors.' The Act was th ere­ 


fore unnecessary. The Governor gave the his­ 
tory of ae ioa upon the subject at length.

A message was received from th e Governor 
announcing his approval of S. B- 588, to am end 
an Act to protect public h ealth from infection 
bv the exhum ation of deceasedpersons. 
"tin m otion of Senator Jones, A. B 's 612, 485 
and 625, th e election bills, w ere ordered on the 
file. 
A recess was taken until 8 P. u. 
N ig h t S ession. 
The Senate reassem bled at 8 p. m., President 
pro tem . in the chair. 
A. B. 452. was taken up and the Senate refused 
to recede from th e am endm ents thereto. The 
bill provides for the survey of certain State 
lands. 
The special older was S. B 33, now widely 
know n as the “ Police Bill.’’ 
It had been 
am ended four tim es and still Senator Wilson 
had another am endm ent to offer. 
Yell addressed the Senate earnestly in explan­ 
ation of his bill. W hen he first introduced it 
bis intention was only to reach a case in his 
ow u county, but it was soon discovered th at it 
would give a chance to get rid of th e Police 
Commissioners in San Francisco. He had per­ 
m itted it to be am ended so as to take San F ran ­ 
cisco out of the provisions of the bill, and still 
it w as not satisfactory, and he now proposed to 
let th e bill take its course, w hatever its fate 
m ight be. W hile the bill had not been originally 
intended to reach th e Police Commissioners, 
still he thought it w ould be a good thing it it 
did. They had been appointed for four 5 ears, 
but by the change In the Constitution they had 
been able to m aintain them selves in office for 
tw elve vears, and there was no way of getting 
rid of them . They bud the absolute control of 
the San Francisco’police force, and constituted 
the most powerful political m achine in the 
State. If any m em ber oi the police force vio­ 
lated any oi ih eir wishes, he was given his dis­ 
charge at once. Mr. Yell said th at he had beeu 
abused by ihe press for introducing the bill, and 
had 
received 
anonym ous com m unications, 
threatening him w ith all sorts of evil if he did 
not desist from liis efforts to pass the bill. Those 
who voted for the bill w ould vote to continue 
the San francisco Police Commission in office. 
Wilson sjioke against the bill, and said th at it 
was not to get rid of a political m achine but to 
create a political m achine in th a t city. 
He de­ 
fended the Police Commission of Ssn Francisco 
earnestlv. and declared th a t it was absolutely 
non-political. A m an once put oa the police 
force, w as there for life it he behaved himself. 
He could not be put out at the dictation of any 
m an. 
Cam inetti iavored the passage of the bill. 
W ilson's m otion to recom m it, w ith instruc­ 
tions to am end the title so as to strike out the 
city and county of San Francisco, was lost by a 
vote ot 19 ayes to 20 noes—a strict party vote, 
except th a t Ham ill voted w ith the Republicans. 
Wilson m oved to strike out the enacting 
clause. 
The m otion was lost by a vote of 19 ayee to '21 
noes. 
A fter two hours of debate, the bill was al 
lowed to go over until to-morrow m orning. 
THE GOVERNOR’S VETOES. 
It was nearly 10 o'clock w hen th e special 
order for 8:30 was taken up. It was the Gov­ 
ernor’s veto of S. B. 211, known as the insur­ 
ance bill, the question being w hether, notw ith­ 
standing the disapproval of the Governor, the 
bill should become a lew. 
McGowan took the floor in favor of passing 
the bill over th e Governor’s veto. He m ade an 
able and eloquent speech, w hich was listened to 
w ith m arked attention. 
He com m enced by eu 
logizing th e Governor, but insisted th a t a wrong 
had been done by a good m an whose juiLrment 
was fallible. The veto power should be spar­ 
ingly used under any circum stances, and he dis­ 
approved of one departm ent of governm ent 
seeking to usurp the powers, duties and respon­ 
sibilities of another. In this ease it was-simply 
a question oi standing by the legislative record. 
The journals of th e Assembly showed th at the 
bill had received a constitutional m ajority, and 
this record was attem pted to be upset by the 
m ere statem ent oi one m em ber of the Assem­ 
bly. W hat use was there in a record if it could 
be upset in this way. The principle was wrong, 
and he felt it his duty to oppose it, assuring the 
Senate that, he did not take th a t position on ac­ 
count ot any personal feeling, as his relations 
w ith the Governor were of the m ost friendly 
character. 
Preston opposed the passage of the bill over 
the veto on the ground th a t the Senate had al 
ready repassed the same bill. 
Moffitt, Yell and 
M urphy gave th e sam e reason m casting their 
votes “no.” 
T he bill failed to pass over the veto by a vote 
of 23 ayes to 17 noes. 
W hite explained th at he voted aye because 
to vote otherw ise would be to sanction the idea 
th a t the certificate of a clerk or presiding officer 
could overturn the record of a legislative body. 
Wilson explained th a t he voted no because he 
believed the protest of Assemblvman Sims was 
as m uch a part of the record as th e vote. 
Dray said he voted aye because he had once 
voted for the bill and could not now consist­ 
ently vote against it. 
T ne Senate then took up the Governor’s veto 
of S. B. 584, closing the door, sash and blind 
factory of the State Prison at San Q uentin. 
After some discussion consideration of the 
message was postponed uutil to-morrow even­ 
ing at 8:30. 
Heacock moved to take up the Assembly rues 
sages containing the general appropriation bill 
and th e concurrent resolution relative to ad 
joum m ent sine die. 
The m otion m et w ith sirenuousobjecti.-nfrom 
those who were not anxious for an early ad 
ionrnm ont, and for the next half-hour every 
thing was chaos. 
Motions of all kinds were 
m ade and everything was confusion. 
The action of the Assembly in not acting on 
Senate bills was bitterly denounced by several 
Senators. 
Amid the confusion, at 11815 c. m. the Senate 
adjourned.
